4. It was announced that the Basic Intelligence Course is being 
carefully studied with a view to revision of the organization of the 
course. It is anticipated that the course will be divided into two 
phases, the first of which will consist of three weeks and will be 
designed for those CIA employees who are scheduled to assume jobs 
that do not require substantive research activites. The second phase, 
which will be a four-week phase and for which completion of the first 
phase will be a prerequisite, is designed for those individuals who 
are scheduled to be performing intelligence analysis in their assign- 
ment with the Agency. This proposal is subject to approval of the 
DD/I and General Cabell, but it is recognized that if approved, this 
will alleviate some of the problems that have resulted in the Geographic 
Area as a result of new employees being r equired to taka » full °-?v-

the Office of Training expects to be able to put it into operation 
beginning in the month of May.
